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LETTER FROM REV. D. ABEEL. 
The following letter from Rev. D. Abeel, to 
the Rev. Dr. De Witt, has just been received. 
It is dated from his new Chinese missionary sta- 
tion :—- 
Kootoxcsoo, Amoy, Marcu 4, 1842 
My Dear Brotrner,—I have at last reached the 
| province, whose language I have been learning 
during the greater part of my missionary life. The 
Rev. Mr. Boone of the Episcopal Church, and 
| myself, arrived here a week ago, and are already 
quite at home in our new habitation, Letters 
from the English Plenipotentiary to the command- 
ant of the station procured for us a very favorable 
reception, One of the best houses has been ss- | 
signed us, and all facilities affurded for having it 
repaired. The Chinese themselves, in connec- 
tion with the camp followers, have made sad work 
with the houses—turning many of them into ru- 
ins, and leaving the greater part of them without | 
doors or windows, or wood-work of any descrip- 
tion, which they could conveniently carry away. 
But for this unnecessary destruction, there would 
have been no need of repairs. As it is, our 
own dwelling can be put ina habitable condition 
with but little trouble or expense. The island 
of Koolongsoo, which the English have now in 
possession, is sinall, but well situated for missions,

The fourth is, the unworthiness of them for 
whom we pray. Thus God in Jeremiah saith, 
“Pray not for this people, for} shall not hear 
thee.” 

The fifth hindrance is, the multitude of evil 
thoughts. Thus Abram (Gen, xv.) drove away 
the birds ; thatus, he that prayeth shall drive away 
evil thoughts, 

The sixth is, despising of God’s law. In Psalm 
xxvii. God saith, “The prayer of him that turneth 
away his ear from hearing the law of God shall 
be cursed, as an abomination.” 

The venth is hardness of soul. And this is 
intwo ways. First in Proverbs xxi. it is said, “If 
aman stopped his ear atthe ery of the poor, he 
shall ery and shall not be heard.” The second is 
when one has trespassed, and we refuse to forgive 
As Christ says, “ when ye stand to ; 
forgive ye if ye have any thing against any man; 
for if ve forgive not to men, neither shall your
